DECATUR — All Jones Junior College coach 
Marc Dukes could do Tuesday night was listen.

Our 
working relationship with him has been an 
enlightening one and one we will forever cherish.) 


Over the past seven years | have enjoyed a 
challenging activity. | have spent the past eighty- 
four months thinking out loud in a weekly column 
which has appeared 364 times in The Union 


All of this started on July 30, 1983, when I wrote 
the first column that appeared in this space under 
the title ““The Second Time Around."’ The week 
before the first column appeared, Jane Tannehill, 
~ who was then the Appeal's Managing Editor, stop- 
ped by my fair cabin at the Neshoba County 
Fairgrounds and asked if I would be interested in 
writing a weekly column for The Union Appeal. 
Jane knew I did some writing, and I accepted her 
offer on a trial basis since | had not written for a 
newspaper before. 

The columns | have written since that time have 
covered about as much ground as my life has 
covered in the last sixty years. In those 364 col- 
umns, my thoughts, ideas, and comments (some 
good, some bad, and some indifferent) have been 
spread out here each week. 

I still cannot believe that 364 weeks have gone 
by since this all began, Seven years worth of col- 
umns! Seven years that. have passed vi very q quickly. 
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I wrote about things | knew, people, places, im- 
ages, and ideas. Some people liked what I wrote, 
and others would take issue with me from time to 
time. But that is as it should be. Life is made up 
of issues, and thinking people should take a posi- 
tion on Issues, 

A column, to be successful, I always felt, had 
to be personal and honest. | always thought it 
should be written the same way people talk to one 
another and about the same things people talk 
about and are concerned about, the mundane as 
well as the extraordinary. 

Many readers reacted to what I wrote. Most peo- 
ple were kind. Some were even flattering. Everyone 
was polite. Over the years I have received a goodly 
number of letters. Some people wanted to save my 
soul; others wanted advice or to give advice. Still 
others wanted to tell me how mistaken and misled 
I was concerning some comment | had made. 

it is indeed gratifying to reflect over the past 
seven years and realize that not at any time during 
my association with The Union Appeal did the 
Editor or anyone who worked as Managing Editor 
ever suggest to me what I could or could not discuss 
in my column. | can therefore assume that they 
were confident I would not knowingly use material 
that would embarrass the staff or the readers of this 
newspaper. 

After seven years it is still strange to me to think 
of how much attention one can receive by having 
« © “umn printed in a newspaper each week. Now, 
most of that will come to an end. I ner came to 
this job to stay, and I have decided tho! it's time 
for me to leave before I have what is sometimes 
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Vickers....

Jeff Loper is regarded as the only 
person in the college’s history to 
have played a sport for five years, A 
member of the college's first basket- 
ball, football and baseball teams, 
Loper is also recognized for playing 
in more games than any other East 
Central athlete. Excelling in all 
areas, he was most successful in 
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basketball. 

Loper, 82, began his witness 
career at East Central at a time when 
the college was. just beginning and

the student body consisted of stu- 
dents enrolled not only in college but 
also in the Agricultural High School. 

During the college’s first session 
in 1928-29, the school was not a 
member of the state athletic associa- 
tion and competition inlcuded games 
with many senior colleges “and other 
schools that would play us,” Loper 
said. Also during that first “outlaw” 
season, as 11 was called, none of the 
East Central athelees were eligible 
for post-season honors. 

But during the next four years, 
recognition and various honors were 
bestowed upon Loper and the War- 
rior baskethall team. 

Loper, an All-State guard for four 
seasons, led East Central to the 
1930-31 state championship. In rec- 
ognition of his leadership and out- 
standing play during the tile game, 
he was selected the toumament’s 
most valuable player. 

During the championship battle, 
the Decatur squad outscored Copiah- 
‘Lincoln 27-22 on the Wesson cam-

Loper was also a member of the 
college’s first football team which 
was organized in 1929. He played 
fullback and end on the Warrior 
squad for two seasons. 

Following his athletic career, Lop- 
er enrolled at the University of 
Southern Mississippi where he 
received a bachelor of science 
degree. Loper did not participate in 
- genior college athletics as he taught 
and coached during regular school 
terms and attended college at night 
1 “His coaching and teaching career 
spanned almost 35 years, beginning 
in 1935. 

He began his coaching career at 
Stratton and later directed athletic 
teams at Erin, Ringgold, Union, 
Pachuta, Decatur, Biloxi and 
Meridian. 

Loper’s greatest coaching success 
came at Decatur where he led the 
boys’ basketball team to a 136-80 
tecord during a seven-year period. 
His 1955 squad went to the State 
tournament but was defeated in a 
tual state champion. 

His football teams also competed 
for conference honors each season 
with many of his players later 
becoming standouts at East Central. 

Along with his coaching duties 
Loper also served as principal or 
teacher during his 35-year career. 

Loper’s final years as coach and 
teacher were served at Kate Griffin 
Junior High in Meridian where he 
was fondly referred to as “Coach 
Jeff.”

Each year’s recipient will be 
presented a cash award of $100 and

Mo ehin the next few weeks, college graduates and 
college faculty members will once again participate in 
‘hat time-honored tradition called the awarding of the 
baccalaureate, or as it is more commonly called, the 
ion ceremony. a

first graduation on May 11, and while the strains of 
the Triumphant March from Aida or Pomp and Cir- 
cumstance fill the football stadium, both faculty and 
students will robe themselves in academic regalia and 
continue a tradition that was brought to England 800 
years ago from Italy, and during Colonial times, to 
Mee Se ews has a long history and did not 
begin as a garment worn only at the time of gradua- 
tion. Actually, teachers and preachers were the first 
to wear the robe and hood. In Medieval times, univer- 
sities consisted of only a faculty. These teachers would 
teach in unoccupied buildings, public parks, and 
forums. Instructors were not paid and taught simply 
because they had a love of learning.

The academic gown reflects the character of the 
teacher and also the public’s attitude toward those who 
lectured. The gown extends to the ankle as did most 
garments in the twelve and thirteen hundreds. The 
sleeves are long with apendages extending down from 
the wrist. These extensions of the sleeve were used as

arry-all.”’ The teacher could, because he frequent- 
ly moved from place to place, carry a long loaf of 
bread in one sleeve and a bottle of wine in the other. 

The hood, which is not worn on the read today but 
hangs down the back. was originally designees '™ a 
two-fold purpose. First, if the weather were vr '." or 
damp the hood could be pulled over the head for pro- 
iection. Second, because teachers were not paid, the 
open hood hanging down the back could be used as 
a place for students to drop coins lo remunerate 2 
teacher for the lectures he gave. 

Academic apparel was first worn by scholars in Ita- 
ly. In 1294, the University of Cambridge adopted the 
gowns, and they were worn at all times by the facul- 
tv. Oxford University soon followed Cambridge's 
lead, and the custom was first introduced in America 
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by Kings College in New York. 

In 1895, American universities and colleges decid- 
ed to standardize the academic gown. In general the 
American gown follows the Cambridge tradition, but 
to the traditional hood and gown Americans have add- 
ed the cap. The cap is now worn universally. In 
American universities and colleges, it is a square mor- 
tar board, but in Canadian, British and some Euro- 
pean universities it is made of soft velvet and resembles 
a beret. A tassle attached to the cap or mortar board 
may be of varying colors and indicates the kind of 
degree being received. 

The hood is also lined with colored satin and fold- 
ed back so the colors are visible. The colors which line 
the hood are the institutional colors and indicate the 
university or college eranting the degree. Of the three 
major universities in Mississippi, the hood colors are: 
Mississippi State University, maroon and white; the 
University of Southern Mississippi, black and gold; 
the University of Mississippi, blue and red. The col-

ors Of the University of Mississippi were introduced 
by Protessor Alexéndér Lee Bondurant in 1893. 





When the East Central Community College facul- 
ty marches in this year’s graduation they will be wear- 
ing hoods displaying the colors of fouricen universities 
and colleges. Seven doctors will march. Their gowns 
will be faced with panels of velvet down the front and 
three bars of velvet across each sleeve. 

Because | have been a member of the teaching faecul- 
ty at East Central longer than anyone else, | will carry 
the college mace. The mace is made of wood and 
shaped like a torch. Near the top of the shaft are four 
flat surfaces with the dates of the founding of East 
Central and the various divisions of the college, 
engraved on brass plates. The mace is a ceremonial 
symbol of authority and is always carried before the 
president of the college and the faculty. 

Having spent most of my life as a teacher, I have 
marched tn a great many graduations, but i is a 
ceremony that | always anticipate and enjoy. Parents 
are proud of their children, and students are happy 
that they have successfully completed their work. And 
I am honored to wear the apparel of my profession

“I’m really appreciative of East 
Central for installing the chair lifts,” 
Stuart said, who, like all lift users, is 
provided a key to operate the equip- 
ment. When the key is inserted, a 
“door bell” like sound is made which 
signals the lift is about to be in use. 

Stuart, who broke his spine during 
a one-car accident on Jackson’s Air- 
port Road in August, 1978, was a 
member of the Air Force at the ume 
of his accident.
